Germans. 
From the North sea to Al­ 
sace the deadlock appears unbreaka­ 
ble. 
The allies are holding in check 
the German effort to reach the French 
coast, while the French and British 
warships are hammering the German 
positions alonog the coast to the River 
Lys in France. 
The Germans con­ 
tinue their bombardment of the allied 
line, while preparing, it is assum ed, 
for a new onslaug ht with infantry. 
The fighting in W est Flanders, from 
the seacoast to south of Dixmude, is 
g oing on 
under most extraordinary 
conditions. 
The flooding of the re­ 
gion has placed a vast swamp between 
the opposing lines, but here and there 
detachm ents of Germans and allies 
endeavor to capture and hold islands 
suitable for artillery bases. 
It is re­ 
ported that a small force of British 
Infantry and French marines captured 
the villag e of Sehoorbacke. one of the 
islands in the ^inundated reg ion, ap­ 
proaching it in flatboats and rafts from 
the rear while attacking in armored 
automobiles from the front.

the Carpathians, or whether the Ger­ 
m ans will hammer the czar’s masses 
hack to the defensive line of the Vis­ 
tula. 
The news indicates that the 
Russians are making prog ress at the 
north and south, in East Prussia and 
in southwest Poland, while the Ger­ 
mans are advancing in the center, in 
northwest Poland. 
The whole move­ 
ment in the east front is the German 
offensive at the center and the Rus­ 
sian offensive at the north. 
If the 
Russians can drive westward through 
East Prussia, seizing the network of 
railways invaluable to the Germans, 
the German defensive line centered at 
Thorn will be turned and complete 
withdrawal would have to be made. 
If the Germans on the other hand 
can smash the,Russian center, there is 
little doubt that the entire Russian 
line will have to retire in the north 
and south as well as the center.

This chap ter begins with the words. 
“ When the morning was come." 
What 
an eventful night it had been—the last 
p assover, with all its incidents; the 
great discourse and p ray er; the agony | 
of Gethsewane; the betray al and the 
arrest; the mockery of a trial before 
the chief p riests and the council, with 
the buffeting and sp itting; the denial 
of Peter with his oaths and curses. 
Now they bind Him again and lead 
Him 
away 
to 
Pontius 
Pilate, 
the 
Roman governor, that He may be p ut 
to death. 
If the Jews had the p ower 
to kill Him He would have been stoned j 
as Step hen afterward was, but the p re­ 
diction in Ps. xxii. 10— "they p ierced 
my 
hands and my 
feet"—indicated ‘ 
crucifixion. and every Scrip ture must 
be fulfilled. 
The record in John xviii, 28 , to x'ix. 
14, seems to come in before our lesson 
verses, telling of Pilate's p rivate in­ 
terview’ with Jesus ami how he came 
o ut again and again and said, "1 lind 
no fault in Him.** 
How when he ask­ 
ed what p risoner he should release 
unto them, as was his custom at this 
feast, they asked for Barabbas, who 
w as a robber "and murderer. 
How Pi­ 
late had Jesus scourged, and the sol­ 
diers made a crown of thorns and p ut 
it on Him and mocked Him and smote 
Him. 
llow Pilate brought Him forth 
wearing the crown of thorns and the 
p urp le robe and said, "Behold tlie 
Man!" 
And they all cried out. “Cruci­ 
fy Him, crucify Him!*' and said. “ By 
our law lie ought to die because He 
made Himself the Sou of God.” 
When Jesus made no rep ly to Pilate’s 
question. “ Whence art Thou?” and ask­ 
ed if He did not know that he had j 
p ower to crucify or release Him. Jesus 
said that Pilate could have no p ower 
against Ilim excep t it were given him 
from above. 
As Pilate p ersisted in his 
efforts to release Him the Jews said, 
“ if thou let this man go thou art not 
Caesar's friend.” Then Pilate brought 
Jesus forth and sat down in the judg­ 
ment seat, and Jesus stood before him, 
the Creator before one of His crea­ 
tures. 
It is even so as y ou read this—y our 
Creator in the p erson of the Ix>rd Je­ 
sus is before y ou to be worship ed, rev­ 
erenced. adored if y ou have already 
received Him as y our own p ersonal 
Saviour; if not. then the one great ami 


only question for y ou to answer is 
the one in verse 22 of our lesson, 
“W hat shall I do with Jesus who is 
called Christ?” 
It is never in any 
case a question of our standing before 
men, character or good works or even 
church membership , which may mean 
something or nothing, but only this. 
Am I in Christ, redeemed by Ilis p re­ 
cious blood who bare my sins in His 
own body on the cross? 
Pilate sitting on the judgment seat 
and Jesus standing before him, the 
chief p riests and elders accuse Him of 
many things, such as p erverting the 
nation, forbidding to give tribute to 
Caesar, p roclaiming Himself a King. 
To ail these accusations Jesus answ er­ 
ed never a word, and Pilate mat 
*d 
greatly (verses 12-14; Luke xxiii. 2. Mi. 
It is try ing to be liod about and false­ 
ly accused either behind one's hack or 
before y our face, but to do as Jesus 
did and answer nothing when there is 
nothing to be answered Is the better 
way . 
Nothing can be said or done to any 
member of Ills body without His p er­ 
mission or without Ilis feeling it, and 
all suffering with Him and for His 
sake is a very great p rivilege 
Con­ 
sider continually that He who bore 
all this so meekly was not only in 
reality King of the Jews, but also King 
of nations, ruler of the kings of the 
earth. King of kings and 
Ixird of 
lords, and all kings shall fall down be­ 
fore Him, all nations serve Him (Dent, 
x. 17; Ps. Ixxli. 11; Rev. i. 5; xv. 3; 
xvii, 14; xix. 10» 
Oh. the stup endous 
wonder of it all that He should con­ 
descend to submit to all this for our 
sakes; then to think how’ little we are 
willing to bear for Him! 
How Pilate sent Him to Herod to be 
further mocked and set at nought and 
how there also He answered nothing is 
recorded in Luke xxiii, 0-12. 
When 
He had been returned to Pilate he 
brought Him forth and said to the 
Jews. “Behold y our King.” 
But they 
cried out: “Away with Him, crucify 
Him. 
We have no king but Caesar” 
(John xix. 14. 15). 
Pilate’s wife sent 
to him. say ing. “ Have thou nothing to 
do with that just man, for I have suf­ 
fered many things this day In a dream 
because of Him.”

Thus Maurice Barres has his usual i 
daily leading article at its place lu the 
Echo de Paris Oct. 19 . 
H e tells of a 
hurried v isit he has just made from 
Belfort into Alsace with the inv ading 
French army . 
It is a danger point 
now more than ev er. 
H e is allowed 
two introductory paragraphs, each riv e 
lines long, and then, just as he is get 
ting interesting—nine lines are blank. 
Thirteen lines tell what som e y oung 
officers said—and then there is another 
blank space 
where he 
had 
written 
thirteen more lines. 
N ev er w as he 
writing more effectiv ely , but what did 
he say ? 
If he has kept a copy , we 
may hav e it in a book—after the war 
Still, nearly a colum n of his fetching 
prose is allowed to be printed, mostly 
anecdotes. 
Of course, it is the new s 
columns which suffer m ost and proper­ 
ly , but I hav e seen an editorial article 
entirely blank, with only the title left 
standing! 


O n e A r m y a n d O n e Chief. 
In sum, for im m ediate publication, 
there is now only one general—the

W hatev er lias not y et been 
giv en out in the official communica 
tions is crossed and has to be left 
blank in the paper as printed for the 
public.

Each day they hav e to ■ 
lead and decide on more than S00; 
newspaper columns of m atter and to 
take care not to fav or one journal ' 
abov e another and to secure a certain ! 
uniform ity in w hat they publish as 
new s. 
And each separate proof must 
be censored in tim e for that particular; 
paper’s hour of going to press. 
This, j 
too, is quite apart from the censorship 
of telegram s sent off by newspaper 
men. 
it is the censorship of new s al­ 
ready printed, to see w hat may and 
what may not be allow ed to appear 
for the public. 
It renders im practica­ 
ble the elder J am es Gordon B ennett’s 
rule 
for 
his 
editorial 
writers—“ Re­ 
hearse tlie facts!”

RAI’l 1IC incidents of the Euro­ 
pean war—som e humorous, oth 
ers intensely tragic—are reach 
ing this side despite the stri t 
censorship and som e of the latest ami 
best are giv en here: 
A thrilling story of how a French 
cruiser engaged with nn aeroplane and 
subm arine sim ultaneously is told by a 
m idshipm an, who say s that the French 
armored cruiser W aldeek Rousseau was 
heading for Cattaro in the sm all hours 
of the morning and was warned that 
three subm arines had stolen out to get 
her. 
Day had scarcely broken when 
also an Austrian biplane cam e sailing 
through the air straight toward the 
cruiser, 
hov ering at not more than 
1,500 feet abov e the ship. 
Unm ov ed apparently by the hail of 
shot by quick flrers. the biplane let 
fall a bomb w hich splashed into the 
sea about thirty feet to the starboard, 
abaft the bridge. 
A second bomb just 
m issed the port quarter. 
At the sam e 
m om ent the lookout sigualed subrna 
rlne 800 y ards to starboard. 
The sub­ 
marine discharged a torpedo alm ost as 
soon as she was sighted, but the ship 
had tim e to shift her helm, aud the 
deadly 
shaft 
w ent sw irling by 
not 
more than three feet from the stern. 
Before it could m ake a second shot 
the cruiser had blown aw ay its peri­ 
scope 
and 
another 
broadside 
must 
hav e sunk her, for she w as nev er seen 
again. 
Another subm arine cam e sneak­ 
ing up on the other side. 
A destroy er 
endeav ored to draw the cruiser’s fire 
w hile the subm arine crept In. 
The W aldeek Rousseau was easily a 
match for the two. and shortly after 
the destroy er turned and ran for the 
harbor with a nasty list to port, w hile 
the subm arine div ed to escape the 
storm of shell and did not show itself 
again. 
“ As if by Lightning!” 


The aw fuluness of modern artillery 
fire Is described in a thrilling story told 
by a British officer ju st returned from 
Flanders. 
H e say s: 
“ I took eight men to find out what 
happened to Captain B. and a platoon 
who were sent to support the firing 
line. 
Three hundred y ards out I saw 
the line o f our infantry ly ing flat on 
the ground and m ade tow ard them 
I shall nev er forget trav ersing those 
300 y ards. 
The G erm ans’ guns, which 
"ere only 8<)0 y ards aw ay , fired with 
* x trem e accuracy . 
It seem ed im possi 
I le m y little party could escape. Three 
were alm ost Im m ediately hit, but w e 
others kept on and reached the line. 
“ To my horror I found all dead or 
wounded, ex cept three men. who were 
keeping perfectly still. 
1 found a subal 
tern on Ills knee w ith one hand resting 
on the ground just in the attitude of a 
runner who is w aiting the signal for 
the start o f a race. He w as stone dead. 
A shrapnel bullet had pierced his head. 
The man nex t to him, badly wounded 
in the thigh, told me the entire line 
w as struck down as if by lightning 
H e said the subaltern remarked after 
being hit: ‘Go on, please; I can’t mov e. 
I m ust be wounded.’ 
In the center a 
bunch of tw enty -fiv e men lay in a 
heap, hav ing m assed as they adv anced 
for m utual protection. 
I nev er hav e 
seen such wounds at this short range. 
Many had been blown to bits by shrap­ 
nel. 
One had tw elv e bullets in his leg. 
Another had his chest blowm aw ay .” 


Between Volley s. 


“ L atest” from the trenches: A hare, 
startled by rifle fire, bounds wildly 
along the space betw een the French 
and German trenches. 
Instantly ev ery 
rifle aim s at the anim al, w hich is shot. 
Im pulsiv ely a Frenchm an jum ps out 
a-nd hastens to seize the gam e, hav ing 
v isions o f a tasty ev ening meal. 
That 
does not suit the G erm ans, who. mo­ 
mentarily suspending their rifle fire, 
shout: “ Tobacco! 
Tobacco!” 
The Frenchm en com prehend at once 
that the Germ ans will allow them to 
appropriate the hare if they leav e the 
tobacco in ex change. 
W hereupon 
the 
Frenchm en collect 
cigarettes and tobacco. 
One goes out, 
lifts the hare and leav es in Its place a 
respectable packet of tobacco for the 
G erm ans. 
Could any thing be more 
chiv alrous or sportsm anlike? 


Ran With Blazing Shell. 


The story of the heroism of a Ger 
man corporal, who for his v alor re­ 
ceiv ed the iron cross, Is told in a re­ 
cent is.sue of the H am burger Frem- 
d en b latt 
It follow s: 
“ I hav e had a talk w ith Corpora! 
H ans H einem ann of the field artil­ 
lery ,” w rites the correspondent 
“ He 
receiv ed 
the 
iron 
cross during the 
storm ing of Liege. 
One-fifth of his 
battery had already been slain before 
It had adv anced three m iles and taken 
up its oositlon in the trenches. 
All 
around the country the air rev erbe­ 
rated from the thunder of the guns. 
The heav y artillery of the forts of 
Liege 
were hurling shells 
weighing 
hundreds of pounds. 
“ Suddenly in the heat of the battle 
one of these giant shells dropped right 
into the German battery . 
The sand 
was thrown up In all directions and 
the shell lay In the open hollow. 
Al­ 
though It had failed to ex plode, the 
longer of its so doing at any moment 
v as Imminent, 
with annihilation to

the entire battery . 
At this moment 
Corporal H einem ann sprang forward, 
picked up the 125 pound shell and car­ 
ried it from the battery into the firing 
line, fully aw are of the fact that in do­ 
ing so he ex posed him self to the fire of 
his own lines. 
“ Had the shell ex ploded during those 
seconds It would hav e torn him to 
fragm ents. 
H ow ev er, luck w as with 
him. 
Sev enty feet from the battery 
he dropped it and hurriedly fled, but 
before he had cov ered fifteen feet the 
shell 
burst 
with 
a 
deafening 
roar, 
spitting its deadly hail of Iron in all 
directions. 
A m iracle sav ed the life of 
H ans H einem ann. 
Only u splinter hit 
his heel. 
“ Sev en hours later IJ ege fell. 
Re- 
gurdless of the wound, he took part In 
the storm ing and for three hours took 
part in the street fighting. 
Then he 
collapsed. 
A French surgeon nearby 
dressed Ills wound. 
Belgium papers 
reported his deed.” 
How the British Take It. 
“ 1 w as in a club in London the other 
night,” w rites a European correspond 
ent. "A gam e of bridge w as in prog 
ress. 
W hile one of the hands w as tie 
ing play ed the secretary entered the 
room and spoke to one of the gov er 
nors, who was w atching the play . They 
retired to a distan t corner and whis 
pered together for a m oment or so. 
Then the goVernor turned to the table 
and stood w aiting for the finish of the 
hand. 
“ Suddenly , as if by m agic, conv er 
aatlon stopped. 
By som e subtle tele­ 
pathic process ev ery one knew’ that 
som ething dread w as in the air. 
The 
silence w as om inous, portentous. There 
w as no m ov em ent sav e that o f the 
play ers, who continued the gam e with 
out a word until the last trick had fa 11 - 
ou. 
Then one of the play ers turned to 
the gov ernor and asked: 
** ‘New s for m e? ’ 
“ ‘Yes. colonel,’ replied the gov ernor. 
** ‘About my sons? ’ 
“ ‘Yes, colonel.’ 
“ ‘W ounded? ’ 
“ ‘K illed.’ 
“ ‘Which one? ’ 
“ ‘Both, colonel.’ 
“ The colonel reached across the ta­ 
ble. poured out a drink and drank It. 
Then he addressed one of the onlook­ 
ers. 
“ ‘Finish the rubber for me. please,’ 
he said, and then, turning to his fellow 
play ers, he continued: ‘G entlem en, y ou 
must ex cuse me. 
1 hav e to go and 
break the new s to their m other.’ ” 


Battle In Air Described. 
A graphic description of the hazard 
ous daily life of arm y av iators, partic­ 
ularly of tw o G erm ans w ho hav e gain 
ed Iron crosses o f both the first and 
second class, but who will not discuss 
specific achiev em ents, has been w rit­ 
ten by Heinrich Binder, one of the best 
known German 
war correspondents, 
w ho cam e across the air men at A nt­ 
werp. 
This is Binder’s account o f the 
av iators’ work, which w as for artillery 
recon noissu nee: 
“ At an av erage height of about 8.000 
feet our av iators circle in huge ellipses 
betw een our batteries and the hostile 
position. The aeroplane v ibrates. The 
motor rattles and roars and hums. 7’his 
m usic soothes the nerv es of the av i 
ators. 
It is so loud in the quiet In the 
upper air that it drow ns the thunder 
of ev en the heav iest artillery . 
With 
their field glasses the fliers observ e the 
hostile position and note the effect of 
our artillery . 
Signals are giv en, ‘Fell 
to the right,’ ‘Fell to the left,’ ‘Fell 
short’ and ‘O v ershot mark.’ but these 
signals are a secret. 
“ The French follow’ their well known 
tactics of changing their battery fiosl- 
tions continually . 
But (he av iators re­ 
turn again and again, dashing along at 
ov er six ty m iles an hour, and report 
the new positions. 
It is murderous 
fighting. 
As a haw k circling around a 
chick before seizing ft, so the av iator 
high In the air circles around the ar­ 
tillery positions of the enem y , herald­ 
ing death and destruction. 
W hen he 
approaches the hostile position batter­ 
ies spray their shrapnel upon him, 
and the infantry concentrates its fire 
upon his aeroplane. 
The av iator goes 
higher and higher till he can no longer 
see a man, and the trenches appear as 
m ere scratches on the ground. 
But 
those of the French are more distinctly 
v isible. 
“ The motor continues its roar and 
clatter. 
Suddenly a little French aero­ 
plane em erges from a cloud. 
It is 
sm aller and lighter than our kind, of 
the ty pe known as the ‘iieasants’ ter­ 
ror.’ 
It m akes an av erage speed of 
sev enty -fiv e m iles an hour, and it Is 
armed. 
Now there is a chase, as of 
one bird by another. 
They try to ap­ 
proach and then to elude each other. 
Neither side hears the shots fired by 
the other. 
The av iator can scarcely 
feel when a bullet strikes his own ma­ 
chine. 
“ The tw o 
aerial 
com batants 
soar 
higher till one or the other disappears 
In a protecting cloud that closes white 
and m oist around him. 
If the danger 
becom es too threatening a gliding land- 
; Ing brings the av iators within their 
j own lines. 
They m ust take care, how ­ 
ev er. not to get into the line of fire 
of their own arm y , for som e of the 
big mortars throw their shells a mile 
1 or more into the air.” 
,

REVENUE FALLS $20,000,000. 


D ecline Due to the European W ar B e ­ 
comes M ore M arked* 
The decline in the government’s re­ 
ceipts from all sources, which has been 
noticed ever since the outbreak o f the 
war in Europe, showed a marked ac­ 


celeration during the month of Octo 
her. According to a statement from the 
treasury department, customs receipts 
for the month were about $14,0(H),000 
less than for the same month a year 
ago and internal revenues $0,000,000. 
or $20,000,000 less In all. 
This means an increase of about 400 
per cent in the amount of the shortage 
as compared with that for the month 
of September. 
That month, as com­ 
pared with the same period a year ago, 
showed a total loss in receipts of only 
about $4,000,000. For that month there 
was a decline of $0,500,000 in revenues, 
with an increase of $0,000,000 in inter 
nal revenues. 
It will be some time before receipts 
from the war tax will offset this loss 
In revenues. At the close of the month 
the net balance in the general fund 
was $01,039,000, or $51,000,000 less 
than the net balance at the end of 
June. At the same time total cash as­ 
sets were put at $1,880,000,000 as com­ 
pared with $2,005,000,000 at the end of 
June. 
From June 30 to Oct 31 gold coin in 
the currency trust fund had decreased 
nearly $140,000,000, while the fund’s 
bullion increased $8,000,000. 
It is be 
lieved that the reduction of the amount 
of this gold is due largely to the re­ 
demption of gold certificates by banks 
on becoming member^ of the new fed 
eral reserve system.

The death of Field Marshal Earl 
Roberts of Great Britain at the front 
in France, especially In view of the 
circumstances under which It occurred, 
has stirred England profouudfly. 
Whenever the announcement of Earl 
Roberts’ death came It would have 
awakened regrets commensurate with 
his great services and universal popu­ 
larity, but occurring in the field when 
he was fulfilling a mission on behalf of 
the country’s service, for which he had 
exerted himself with unsparing devo­ 
tion. his passing excites even deeper 
sorrow’. 
The sympathy of the army was co n­ 
veyed to Countess Roberts, widow o f 
the soldier. In the following appropri­ 
ate telegram from General Sir Jo hn 
French: 
“ In the name of his majesty's array 
serving in Frnuce I wish to be allowed 
to convey to you and your family our 
heartfelt 
sympathy. 
Your 
grief 
Is 
shared by us who mourn the loss of a 
much loved chief. 
As he was called, 
it seems a fitter ending to the life of 
so great a soldier that he should have 
passed away amid the troops he loved 
so well and within sound of the guns.” 
The London Post learned that Eari 
Roberts, after crossing to France, met 
the Indian troops the following day 
and had a great welcome. 
The follow­ 
ing day he went to see the fighting. 
It was an extremely cold day, with a 
heavy rain and bitter winds. 
In spite 
of this, however, Lord Roberts insist­ 
ed on going to the top of a certain hill 
exposed to the severest effects of a 
bleak day. 


W a s N ot S e a s ick . 
Lord 
Roberts 
was in 
full health 
when he left England. 
The rough pas­ 
sage across the channel to France did 
not affect him, though many other pas­ 
sengers were seasick. 
He continued 
so well that tie accomplished all the 
purposes of iiis visit and spent the first 
two days after his arrival in automo 
biling from the British bases to the 
camps, discussing affairs with the lead­ 
ing generals and inspecting the Indian 
troops, which was t lie chief object of 
his mission. 
The chill which resulted in his fatal 
illness is attributed to a thirty mile 
drive in an .open automobile during a 
heavy downfall ot rain, when Lord Rob­ 
erts visited the corps commanders at 
various 
parts of the 
British 
lines. 
When he returned to Sir John French’s 
headquarters at 4 o'clock in the after­ 
noon he said lie felt chilly and asked 
for a cup of tea. 
According to one re­ 
port he was too ill to dine with Gen­ 
eral French as he had arranged. 
During the night his temperature in­ 
creased and a doctor was summoned. 
The physician made such a serious di­ 
agnosis that two others were called 
In. 
They concurred in the statement 
that the case was critical. 
The pneu­ 
monia progressed rapidly, and Lord 
Roberts complained of a slight pain, 
which the physicians relieved. 
Then 
he seemed to fall asleep, but passed 
away. 
Ills daughter. Lady Aileen, who ac­ 
companied Lord Roberts to Frence, 
was at his bedside when the end came. 
Lord Roberts had evidently been 
greatly pleased with his reception by 
the troops. 
He inspected the Indian 
troops and was received by the Mah- 
harajah of Bikener, Sir Pertab Singh, 
and 
other noted 
Indian potentates. 
The troops gave him a rousing recep­ 
tion. 
The old field marshal’s eyes 
glistened with pleasure as he saluted 
in acknowledgment of the cheers, and 
he said repeatedly: 
“ I am so glad I came.” 
When Lord Roberts landed at Bou­ 
logne he saw some wounded Indian 
soldiers and chatted with them in a 
cheering manner in Hindustani, which 
he spoke exceptionally well. 
He in­ 
tended to visit the Indian hospital at 
Boulogne on his way home, and his 
coining was keenly anticipated. 
The 
news of his death depressed those at 
the hospital greatly. 
A friend of Lord Roberts’ quotes him 
as emphasizing a few days before his 
death the need of more men at the 
front, 
lie quotes the field marshal as 
saying: 
“ Every young man iu England ought 
to come forward. 
The need is greater 
than the people realize.”
